Trno,  everybody  tho  world  over,  takes 
oaro  to  satisfy  ids  nppotito  in  tlio  best 
possible  way.  Unt  tlio  Chineso  differ 
from  other  peoplo  in  tlio  philosophy  of 
the  snbjcet.  They  hold  that  only  tho 
satiated  manenn  bo  wise,  and  those  who 
can  not  make  themselves  full  arc  snrely 
fools.  Their  mo<t  sacred  philosophical 
nnd  modical  trcalisca  deal  with 
stomach  as  tho  principal  source  of  tho 
spiritual,  moral  and  physical  lifo  of 
maa.  Tbo  hcail,  in  their  opinion,  is  tho 
poor  dependent  on  the  bounty  of  tho 
stomach.  Not  tlio  bead,  but  tho 
stomach,  onght  to  bo  crowued.  Thoy 
hold  as  a  cardinal  axiom  that  tho 
stomach  is  tho  spring  of  every  thonght, 
feeling  and  musenhir  notion.  Ho  who 
does  not  cat  loses  energy.  Man  differs 
from  wood  nnd  stone  only  ltecanse  ho 
fills  up  his  stomach.  They  look  ni>on 
Dr,  Tnaner's  forty  days'  fast  as  a  clever 
lrick.

Onoof  tho  items  connected  with  a 
marriago  aliout  to  bo  cclobralod  Vn 
ariatocratio  circles  is  amngniflccnt  wol- 
diog  cake,  of  which  thu  following  id  n 
brief  dtaciiptionr  Tho  cako  consist.-"  of 
throo  tiers,  eurmonnted  by  a  castle 
made  an  exact  arohitectaral  eopy  of  the 
bride's  hoiao.  Tho  stand,  owing  to  tho 
sire  of  tho  cake,  is  nnidc  of  wood  and 
gilded,  no  gold  or  silver  stand  in  the 
trade  beiug  available.  Tho  whole 
structure  measures  five  feet  high  and 
weighs  SOU  i>oiinds.  The  stand  is  three 
feet  fonr  inches  in  dinmctcr  and  nine 
inches  in  height. 

Tho  first  tier  of  tho  cako  is  two  feet 
and  a  half  across  and  ten  inches  high, 
decorated  with  oight  arabesque  orna- 
niontal  columns,  each  surmounted  by  a 
small  vono  holding  orange  blossoms 
and  nisiden-hair  forns.  Botweon  tho 
colnmns  hang  eight  festoons.  The  top 
of  tlio  tier  is  ornnto  with  filagreo  pip 
iug.  Tho  second  tier  mcasnrcs  oil 
foot  cloven  inches  in  diameter  am 
oight  and  a  half  inches  high,  fonr 
panels  adoru  this  tiur,  two  of  which 
contain  tho  cent  of  arms  of  tho  bride 
and  bridegroom  rcsjioctively,  paiuted 
on  white  silk  in  true  heraldic  colors, 
each  snrrounded  by  pcurls  nnd  ferns. 

Tho  two  oilier  panels  exhibit  tho 
mongrams  of  tho  pair,  also  on  silk,  and 
colored  in  hnnnony  with  tho  coat  of 
arms,  but  surrounded  by  wreaths  of 
orange  blossoms  and  maiden-hair  ferns. 
Between  tho  panels  bang  four  pretty 
gypsy  baskets  full  of  stephanotis, 
orange  blossoms,  green  ferns,  am\  silver 
leaves.  Between  each  basket  and  .panel 
bangs  o  cornncopia  with  orchids,  etc, 
Over  each  panel  is  a  pair  of  flying 
doves,  and  adovo  also  is  placed  between 
each  basket  ami  cornucopia.  Standing 
on  top  of  tho  tior  aro  eight  cupidu,  each 
rising  out  of  a  bouquet  ot  oraago  blos- 
som! and  holding  over  his  shoulder  a 
stephanotis,  ont  of  whioh  ia  flowing  a 
stream  of  water,  represented  by  spun 
glass.   Tho  top  and  bottom  of  tho  pior 
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inches  high,  ornamented  with 
eight  fostooas  mado  of  stephanotis, 
orango  blossom,  erica,  oals,  aud  silver 
ferns.  Drooping  sprays  of  orango  buds 
and  blossoms  and  silver  leaves  hong  be- 
tween tho  festoons  down  to  tho  second 
tior.  Over  each  festoon  is  an  orna- 
moutcd  scroll  brocket  from  which 
hangs  by  silver  wiro  a  basket  of  orango 
blossoms,  oats,  maiden-hair  nnd  silver 
ferns.  Filigree  piping  as  before  fin- 
ishes off  tho  top  of  this  tier. 

Above  this  tior  stands  tho  Norman 
castlo,  with  ontor  castellated  wall  four 
and  a  half  inches  high,  containing  a 
porticullis  entrance,  with  turrets  on 
each  side.

How  fast  will  tho  fastest  possible 
trotter  go?  What  is  tho  highest  speed 
Mint  can  ever  bo  attained  by  the  Aincri 
can  trotli.ig  horse  for  a  distance  of  ouo 
mile? 

Thoso  arc  questions  which  two  woll- 
kuown  M-ientilic  men,  Prof.  William  If. 
Broeor.  of  Com  ccticiit,  and  Mr  Fran- 
cis K.  Nipher,  of  Missouri,  hnvo  lately 
endeavored  to  una  war  in  thrco  pajiers 
contributed  to  The  American  Journal  of 
Scicne-o.  Tho  first  ol  these  articles, 
bv  Prof.  Brewer,  append  in  April. 
The  contributions  ol  Mr  Nipher  are 
publihlieel  in  tho  numbers  for  July  mid 

Prof.  Brewer  publishes  a  table  (bow- 
ing the  number  of  trotting  horses 
which  have  attained  or  sarpnusod  vari 
ons  rates  of  speed  ranging  from  2  ::W 
to  2:11  for  a  series  of  years  extending 
from  lKl.'llo  lHft'2.  From  this  table  it 
'  nt  in  1853  there  was  only  ono 
'  had  trotted  a.  mile  ill  '2::«J  or 
liottcr;  in  1S.VJ  the  number  hod  in- 
creased to  14;  in  lWU  to  M>;  ill  1H7.'1  to 
37C;  in  1^2to  1,(5*1.  The  table  abo 
shows  that  np  to  18H2,  495  horse  s  had 
trotted  a  milo  iu  2 :25  or  better ;  275  in 
2:23orl>ette-r;  150  in  2:21  qr  better; 
GO  in  2:1'-"  or  liottcr;  18  in  2:17  or  bet- 
tor, and  S  in  2:15  or  bctler.  "I  leave 
it  to  niatlicniatiViiins,"  said  Prof.  Brewer 
in  reference  to  this  table,  "to  plot  tho 
enrves  which  iaiincdiately  suggest 
themselves  to  determine  how  fast 
horses  will  ultimately  trot  and  when 
this  maximum  w  ill  l>o  reached." 

Mr,  Nipher  has  undertaken  the  task 
thus  suggested.  His  first  conclusion, 
as  stated  in  tho  July  nnniber  of  The 
American  JourtTiil  of  Science,  was  that 
tho  maximum  n.ioed  to  which  tho  Amer- 
ican trotting  homo  w  ill  constantly  ap- 
proximate, but  ucver  reach,  is  one  mile 
-n  02  seconds,  or  1  :U2.  Ho  also  con 
lnde  that  tho  lime  of  tho  trotting 
horso  will  bo  reduced  to  within  ono 
second  of  this  tlgnro  in  300  years  after 

 r  1800,  that  is  to  sav,  in  the  year 

Lord  2220.  Mr.  'Nipher  docs 
not  claim  absolulc  precision  for  bio  re- 
sults, and  says  that  the  maxininmsitccd 
may  lKixsibly  ha  as  great  as  100  seconds. 
In  "tho  course  of  ten  years,  however, 
ho  thinks  tho  limit  ran  lie  llxcd  with 
accuracy,  and  ho  is  qnito  sure  that 
tually  tho  maximum  sliced  of 
trotting  and  running  horses  will  differ 
*  by  a  fow  seconds, 

his  last  articlo  Mr.  Nipher  states 
that  ho  has  mode  a  uow  calculation  by 
mathematical    instead    of  graphical 
methods,  aad  has  thus  obtained  Hi  sec- 
onds instead  of  03  seconds  as  the  most 
probable  figures  for  the  minimnn 
of  trotting  a  milo.  The  prohiiblo 
of  this  Talne,  he  snys,  is  not  ovci 
seconds,  and  it  is  not  Ukoly  that  tlio 
running  hon-c  will  cut  his  record  down 
hy  five  seconds,  so  that  it  is  probablo 
the  trotter  will  liunlly  surpass  tho  run- 
ning horse. 

If  this  prediction  is  verified,  the  in- 
habitants of  tho  I'nitcd  States  in  tho 
twenty-third  century  will  have  horse? 
that  can  get  over  the  ground  by  means 
of  an  artificial  gait  faster  than  hy  a 
natural  guil.  \Vo  believe  that  all 
writers  ugroo  tliat  running  is  natural  to 
horses,  w  hilo  fast  trotting  is  not,  Mr. 
Nipher  states,  however,  as  a  well-known 
fact  that  somo  bents  of  wild  horses  on 
1  wcro  natural  pacers,  so  fast 
and  steady  that  they  nearly  all  pre- 
served their  pacing  gait  ovcu  when  pur- 
sncd  by  the  lx-st  running  horses,  lie 
speaks  of  one  largo  white  Tcxun  pacer 
that  never  could  be  cantrht. 

FISHING  AT  THE  WHARVES.

Angling  from  old  wbnrvcs  docs  not 
iclong  to  n  high  ordor  of  tho  art,  bnt  it 
is  interesting  to  watch  tho  crowds  that 
to  enjoy  this  pastime, 
ono  corner  a  fisherman  may  lie 
si  rote-heel  out  fast  aslocp,  willi  his 
hood  resting  against  a  spile.

He  can  lie  rec- 
ognized on  any  part  of  the  wlinrf.for  ho 
is  sure  to  grasp  his  lino  with  his  two 
clenched  fists,  somewhat  in  the  position 
of  a  lighter  watching  liis  chance  for  nn 
epcninn,  while  his  eyes  glisten  nnd  his 
nio  ith  shnts  in  a  resolnto  fashion.  Then 
thero  is  the  man  who  doesn't  cxi>ec.t  to 
ciitch  anythiag.  He  holds  his  rod  care- 
lessly, and  looks  tho  picture  of  despair, 
A  more  aile  ut  and  ordorli  ict  1 
it  would  bo  ini]>ossiblo  to  discover  in 
any  chiirch.

iTnE  LUMBER  OF  THE  PACIFIC. 
Cor.  Inter  Oe-cnn. 

The  lnmlior  of  tho  Pacific  coast  will 
duplicate  a  huudred  tinios  tho  wealth 
of  precious  mrttnls  its  mines  havo  pro- 
duced. His  difficult  by  simplo  descrip- 
tion to  give  aa  idea  of  the  extent  and 
oharactcr  of  these  forests.  On  tbe 
Columbia  and  Snake  rivers  wo  havo 
seen  a  good  deal  of  yeUow  pine,  but  tlio 
tinilwr  of  Oregon  nnd  Washington  is 
chiefly  of  fir,  hemlock,  cedar  and 
spruce.  Tho  rivers  of  Washington  aro 
wexstod  with  a  henvier  growlh  than 
tlio  .e  further  south.  A  saniplo  aero 
on  lho  head  waters  of  the  Cliebalis, 
which  umptics  into  Gruy's  harbor, 
sixty-Jive  miles  north  of  the  Columbia, 
was' found  to  yield  eigtv- four  fir  trees, 
nv  1  i-ing  12,000 feet  each,  or  1,008,000 
feet  Itoard  measure  of  clear  merchant- 
able lumber.  This  spoohuon  acre  was 
measured  by  a  New  York  lumberman 
who  was  "crnbing"  the  country  for  a 
saw  mill  site.  Ho  told  mo  that  tho 
heaviest  timber  was  nt  the  head  of 
Norlh  river,  which  Hows  into  Shoal- 
wator  bay.  between  tho  month  of  tho 
Columbia  aud  Gray's  hartor.  It  is  no 
nuusnnl  thing,  ho  tells  nio,  in  this  coun- 
try lo  tako  8,000,000  foot,  board  mcas- 
nre,  from  a  qnarter  section  of  land. 
They  aro  ovor  200  foot  high,  and  many 
of  them  seven  feet  iu  diameter.

mado  as  to  wknt  pnrt  of  the  soil  shall 
bo  planted,  nnd  wbut  products  shall  ho 
cultivated.  Every  soul  in  tho  village 
is  omployed  in  tho  work,  nnd  after  har- 
vest tho  profits  aro  eqnnlly  divided. 
Tho  "mir"  has  the  privilege  of  banish- 
ing buy  or  worthless  ebnroctors.  If  a 
crimu  be  committed  nU  the  inhabitants 
aro  held  rcs]>onsiblo  until  tho  guilty 
pnrty  is  fonnd.  In  tho  snmo  wny  ovory 
member  of  tho  community  Is  hold  re- 
sponsible for  tho  payment  of  taxes. 
But  in  practice  things  do  not  run  so 
unoothly  by  any  means,  as  the  theory 
of  tho  system  might  lead  ono  to  snp- 
pose.  Thero  ore  plenty  of  lnzy  folk, 
turbulent  and  dangerous  characters, 
ambitious  men;  and  over  nil  theso 
tower  the  employes  of  tho  central  gov- 
ernment who  rule  tyranuie-nlly  und 
make  tho  peasantry  pay  tbein  heavily 
for  overlooking  certain  tilings  or  pro- 
tending to  ignore  deficiencies. 

let,  nfter  nil,  what  better  condition 
of  affairs  could  tho  revolutionary  party 
promise  to  the  peasant?  In  renlity, 
nouo.  But  tho  revolutionaries  did  find 
ono  vulnerable  spot  through  which  tho 
peasant  brain  might  bo  reached  und 
excited  to  dissatisfaction.  Alexander 
II.  had  given  a  pnrt  of  the  scignoriul 
lands  of  the  peasantry.  The  Nihilists 
have  iiorsnoelcd  tho  peasants  1  hat  tho 
gift  was  given  only  us  tho  first  install- 
ment of  n  larger  0110;  that  all  the  lands 
ronlly  belong  to  them,  nud  aro  due 
them;  that  the  lords  bavo  succeeded  in 
devising  menus  to  keep  tho  cni|icror 
from  giving  the  peasant  all  the  landed 
estates.  They  hnvo  thus  taught  tho 
pcouint  to  believe  thst  the  nobililv  ire, 
their  natural  enemies.  Thus  hn.c  tho 
seeds  of  social  wur  been  bowu  by  tbo 
Nihilists.  But  tho  Nihilists  luce  not 
thns  been  nblc  to  win  the  poor  people 
to  tho  causo  of  political  roform. 

Conscqncntly  the  Nihilists  havo 
ceased  their  propagandise  among  tho 
peasantry.  They  nt  lirst  mudc  it  a 
duty  "to  go  among  tho  )>eople,"  as  thoy 
eallcel  it;  und  lhey  ronlly  did  niinglo 
with  them,  lived  with  thorn,  identified 
themselves  with  the  masses.  But  thoy 
were  soon  disillusioned.  It  is  uow 
chiefly  among  tho  educated  olasses,  tho 
intelligent  classes,  lhnt  they  seek  for 
converts ;  nnd  they  make  a  great  miniy.. 
Il  must  to  confessed  that  their  journal. 
Land  and  Liberty,  is  still  published  in 
spite  of  nil  cfforls  to  supprc  s  it  puli- 
lis'iod  irregularlv,  it  is  true,  but  still 
imbhd-cd  in  the  "teeth  of  all  on.Kwitiun.
